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Since respondent Barlow Smith, State Bar Number 80680, has been convicted of 

violating Texas Penal Code section 481.129(c)(1) (knowingly or intentionally delivering a 

prescription or prescription form for other than valid medical purpose in the course of 

professional practice), a felony, it is ordered pursuant to Business and Professions Code section 

6102 that respondent be suspended from the practice of law effective April 9, 2018, pending 

final disposition of this proceeding. (Cal. Rules of Court, rule 9.10(a).) It is also ordered that 

respondent comply with California Rules of Court, rule 9.20, and perform the acts specified in 

subdivisions (a) and (c) of that rule within 30 and 40 days, respectively, after the effective date 

of this suspension. 

As the judgment of conviction is final, this case is referred to the hearing department for 

a hearing and decision as to whether the facts and circumstances surrounding the violation of 

which respondent was convicted involved moral turpitude or other misconduct warranting 

discipline, and if so found, the discipline to be imposed.
